Legislation recently signed 
in to law by Governor Engler 
allows emergency medical 
technicians (EMTs) to admin- 
ister a higher level of care 
when responding to emergen- 
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cies, said state Senator Loren 
Bennett (R-Canton Towns- 
hip), sponsor of the legislation. 

The old law dictated that a

could be guaranteed 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. Under 
the new law, EMTs are 
allowed to administer care 
according to their level of 
training, either basic, interme- 
diate or advanced (paramedic).

legally tied when it comes to 
making emergency decisions,” 
Bennett said. “In communities 
with smaller, volunteer fire 
departments this legislation 
will literally save lives.

A. State Constitution 

A YES vote on Proposal A 
would change the wording of 
the State Constitution by 
replacing the word “handi- 
capped” with “disabled.”

Clothesline Project 


Soroptimist International of 
Flat Rock is in the process of 
starting up a CLOTHESLINE 
PROJECT. This movement, 
started in 1990 in Hyannis, 
Massachusetts, bears witness 
to violent crimes against 
women. It is comprised of dif- 
ferent colored shirts, hung 
shoulder to shoulder, repre- 
senting different forms of vio- 
lence. Shirts are decorated to 
represent a particular woman’s 
experience — by the survivor 
herself or someone who cares 
about her. 

The purpose of the clothes- 
line is to provide survivors and 
friends of victims with a medi- 
um for healing and a safe place 
to speak out about the abuse. It 
educates the public about the 
personal impact and preva- 
lence of this type of violence 
and is the first national move- 
ment of its kind that links 
together the different forms of 
violence women experience, 
as well as speaking to the qual- 
ity of life that victims of vio- 
lent crimes have to live with in 
this culture. 

Women who have been vic- 
tims of violent crimes — rape, 
incest, child abuse, domestic 
violence — are invited to deco- 
rate a shirt telling the story of 
what happened to them. 
Persons close to women who 
have been victims of a violent 
crime can also decorate shirts. _ 

The color of the shirt desig- 
nates the type of crime com- 
mitted: 

White — Women who have 
died as a result of violence. 

Red, Pink or Orange 
— Women who have been 


Blue or Green — Women 
who have been battered or 
assaulted. 

Purple or Lavender — Wo- 
men attacked because of their 
sexual orientation. 

The shirts are then hung on 
a CLOTHESLINE in various 
public places — festivals, Uni- 
versities, Libraries, banks, etc. 
— to promote awareness of the 
violent. crimes committed 
against women.

shirts was held August 17th at 
the Downriver Guidance Clin- 
ic.
